LONDON,: Oct. 8.—Having. broken 
through the outer forts of Antwerp, 
the Germans are now bombarding the 
city and the second line of. defenses. 
At the same time Zeppelins have ap- 
peared over the city dropping bombs, 
which are reported to have caused 
many deaths and added to the terror 
of the people, thousands of whom are 
fleeing from the city.

The Point of greatest immediate. in- 
“terest in the war in Europe is the, 
outcome of the vigorous effort of the: 
_ Germans to capture Antwerp; Fifty 
years ago Antwerp was considered 
the most strongly. fortified city in 
Europe. The great development in the 
range and atcuracy of field artillery 
fire during the last half*century had 
Bo. reduced the ‘relative value of the 
Antwerp ‘forts thatthe Belgian Gov- |’ 
ernment decided - fifteen’ years ago to 
erect:a new line. of fortifications fur- 
ther from the city. For fiscal reasons, 
these were constructed only a part at 
a time. On the east and south ‘the - 
projected forts have been completed, 
but on the west: and north their con- 
struction wag waiting for future ap- 
' propriations. 

At the outbreak of the —— ‘war 
some of the armament of the com- 
Pleted forts, was still lacking; having 
‘been held back by the great arma- 
ment manufacturers,. the Krupps of 
Germany. In order to hold’ an oppo- 
nent's artillery far enough away from 
the city to protect it from bombard- 
ment; this new ‘line of forts was placed 
at a distance of twelve miles, the 
older Une of twelve forts being ré- 
tained as an intermediate liné of de- 
fense. Between the two lines of forts 
on the south lies an inundation dis- 
trict ‘which can be flooded and con- 
verted into a great moat 

The ‘capture by the, Germans of 
Forts _Waelhem, Wavre, © Konigs- 
hoyckt, and Lierre on the south side 
of the Nethe is only one step in the 
advance on the.city, and does not 
by any means compel its surrender. 
Between this position and Antwerp | 
the Germans, “after crossing. the 
Nethe River, must then bring up their 
artillery through the mud‘and soft 
ground to positions from which, they 
can, successfully bombard the mner 
forts; and lastly, they must’ cross the 
inundated district in the assaults on 
these forts.. It is wéll nigh impossible 
for any attack from this ——— to 
succeed, 

On the west side the town is in no 
danger as yet. The Germans have so 
far been unable to cross the. Scheldt 
in . sufficient force to move against 
Antwerp from this side, in spite of 
the fact that the defenses on the west 
are the weaknest of the entire circuit. 
Antwerp's danger Mes to the east, and 
the capture on this side of Forts 
Broechem and Kessel is the most im- 
portant gain of the German besiegers. 
The her ground in the district al- 
lows them to bring their lighter guns 
‘within bombarding range of the inner 
line of forts.. It is very unlikely, how- 
ever, that thay can get their big 11- 
inch howitzer: up to a position from 
which its fire can reach the Belgian 
second line of-defense.

The success of the Germans in mus- 
tering sufficient force to “check ‘every 
attempt of the Allies. to reach their 
line of communications 4s an added 
proof of the wonderful organization 
and preparation maintained by them 
for this expected war. With hardly 
more than one-third of the population 
of, her combined opponents, Belgium, 
France, Great Britain, and Russia, 
she has, almost alone, not only held 
off their united attacks, but has also 
forced the fighting..into their terri- 
tory, where the greater part of her 
army still maintains its “advanced 
positions. As an example of an ef- 
ficient system nothing can surpass 
the demonstration made: by’ Germans 
during the last two months. 

In my opinion, there can be, how- 
ever, but one ending to the war. 
Germany’s greatest effort has already 
been made; her relative position in 
proportion to the strength of the 
Allies will steadily decrease: The 
question from now on will largely be 
one of the terms: that Germany is 
willing to accept in making peace. 

Throughout all of the line of battle 
in France, other than the extreme 
northern flank, the Germans: report 
no change, while. the French’ claim 
minor successes near Soissons and 
Verdun. Thesé minor assaults are 
called reconnaissances in force, and 
are made to determine the strength 
with which*the enemy is holding his 
line: In general, they are stopped as 
soon as this object is attained. If, 
however, a notable weakness should 
be developed at any point, such as 
that of the French at St. Mihiel, the 
attack could be pressed. with all the

This is Fire Prevention Day in this 
city, a time designated by Fire Com- 
missioner’ ADAMSON to arrest the at- 
‘tention of the ordinarily careless per- 
son who throws away lighted matches, 
cigars, and cigarettes; permits inflam- 
mable rubbish to be piled in closets 
and cellars; fails to clean out chim- 
ney flues or to protect ‘woodwork 
from heating pipes and’ stovepipes; 
lets. children play with matches, and 
is reckless in handling candles or 
lights his gas jets near flimsy curtains. 
Mr. ADaMson says that out of 12,000 
destructive fires occurring in this city 
last year more than 6,000 were ascer- 
tained to be due to the causes enum- 
erated. He safely assumes that four- 
fifths of the 12,000 fires were caused 
in these ways. No fires, in fact; are 
the “act of Gop” except those caused 
by earthquake and lightning. The 
rest of them are all preventable. 
Spontaneous combustion cannot occur 
unless rags and waste are permitted 
to pile- up or unless materials are 
carelessly stored: If wires are prop- 
erly supervised there can be no fires 


from defective insulation. 


Mer. and women who indulge habits 
that may inflict terrible. losses of life 
and property will in various ways be 
reminded today of their faults and 
will be called upon to-repent, As In 
the European schoois, the children in 
this city’s schools will be instructed 
by their teachers in the methods of 
fire prevention. But they will get 
their habits, careful or careless, from 
their elders. 








BELEAGUERING ANTWERP. 

The .great forts and intrenchments 
flung about Antwerp, girdling the 
port and city on a circuit of seventy 
miles, and. now pierced in ‘their outer 
circle, can no longer protect the city 
from bombardment unless relieved by 
the advancing. troops of the Allies 
from the south, which does not now 
seem possible. Gen. BRIALMONT, on 
whose plans the mighty modern 
camp was modeled, used to quote 
NaPoLEon’s . saying: ‘ Fortresses are 
captured on battlefields.” He did 
not believe Antwerp could be made 
impregnable; his purpose was to con- 
vert the city imto a grand rallying 
point of Belgian defense. The forts, 
batteries, intrenchments, and inun- 
dated areas might delay .a national foe 
until the arrival of succor from Eng- 
land, which had guaranteed the Bel- 
gian neutralization. 

It was such precious delay that was 
gained by BriraLmontT’s forts at Liége 
and Namur, offering the obstacle that 
foiled the German lunge at Paris, The

But it fs a good moral test 
only when nations are paired off in equal 
terms after the fashion of a prizefight, In 
the present war, the Allies, being far superior 
in force,’ carmot gain moral —— or 
honor ot any sort. He writes: 


If the armies of six nations join to make 
war on two, the moral qualities of the war 
are pushed into the background. * * * The 
allied nations cannot prove any higher 
qualities and therefore cannot possibly 
earn any honor in this European war, as 
the final victory would mean only a quan- 
titative superiority. 


This plea is very appealing to all good 
sportsmen and lovers of fair play. Let us, 
however, look behind its face value and ex- 
amine its worth in the light of a common- 
sense illustration. 

Suppose a neighborhood feud was on the 
point of ‘being composed, when the ‘person of 
Highest culture in the community decides, in- 
stead, that the moment is favorable to shoot 
up the town. Does any sensible citizen re- 
gret that the posse which arrests him is 
twenty to his one? When the solitary hero 
is behind bars or hanged, does the commu- 
nity feel that because of ‘‘ quantitative su- 
periority *’ its police has gained no honor? 
If the bold aggressor, not content with 
settling scores with his male foes, extended 
his violence to their women and children, 
would not a right-feeling community attack 
him a hundred or. a thousand to one if 
necessary? And what would such @ com- 
munity say to a critic who remarked that 
the odds were discreditably heavy against 
the outlaw? 

In the opinion of most impartial Amert- 
cans, I believe, the Allies are merely en- 
gaged in-a gigantic and most difficult police 
enterprise against a power which has wan- 
tonly broken the peace.of Europe. The only 
feeling any American holding this view can 
entertain toward the odds against Germany 
is one of regret that they are not far greater, 
in order that the force of international dis- 
cipline might be exerted more sharply and 
completely. There would be honor enough 
in destroying Prussian militarism if a dozen 
nations instead. of six were leagued for the 
good work, :

PRICE EXCEEDS .TAX VALUE 


Sale Bears Out Purdy’s Assertion 
That Fifth Avenue Values 
Are Increasing. 


The large vacant lot in Fifth Avenue 
at the northeast corner of Thirty-seventh 
Street was sold yesterday, and it was 
said- that $1,800,000’ was the price paid 
for it, It is the largest outright sale of 
Fifth Avenue property between. Thirty- 
fourth and Forty-second Streets that 
has, been made in some time, 

The \corner was assessed at $1,175,000 
for taxation, and its sale.at a much 
higher figure bears ott the statement of 
Tax Commissioner Purdy on his an- 
nouncements of the 1915 tax lists last 
week, that Fifth Avenue, around Forty- 
second Street, was one of the few areas 
on Manhattan Island where realty val- 
ues. had shown.a- marked increase. 

The property has been owned since 1885 
by the heirs. of Mary ,Taylor Lewis, a 
daughter of Moses Taylor, one of New 
York’s great: merchants more than half 
a century ago. The buyers, according to 
the. brokers, Frederick Southack and 
Alwyn Ball., Jr., are New England capi- 
talists incorporated under the name of 
the Murray . Hill _ Investing Company. 
Plans are being prepared for a twelve- 
story building, which will be erected on 
the site next Spring. The ground floor 
will be used probably by a large’ retail 
Tiffany's is directly opposite, and 
on the westerly corners are the Brick 
Presbyterian Church and the new build- 
ing Just completed by. Robert W. Goelet. 
The plot has a frontage on the avenue 
of 74 feet and all the upper part of the 
block is occupied by the Bonwit-Teller 
department store. 

The site was for many years the home 
of New York’s war Governor, Edwin D. 
Morgan.: The big house in which he 
lived up to. the time of his death in 1883 
was torn down a few years ago. Percy 
Pyne Lewis, the ‘head of the family, 
died last August, leaving about $15,000, - 
000, the larger part of which gges to 
his. son, Fredreick E. Lewis. 

The price i for the property com- 
pares favorably with the prices for Fifth 
Avenue... It contains about 9,260 square 
feet, and at $1,800,000 the square foot 
average is a trifle over $194. The old 
Hoyt resitience, a smaller plot, on the 
northwest corner of Thirty-sixth Street, 
brought about $202 a square foot two 
years ago. The old Furniss house on 
the northeast corner of Fortieth Street 
when sold in 1906 brought nearly $200 a 
square foot. The high record in the 
vicinity is still held by the immediate 
northwest. corner of Thirty-eighth 
Street, now a part of the Lord & Taylor 
store, for which the Burton brothers 
paid about $265 a square foot in 1900.
